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PARISH ORGANIZATIONS 
THE ALTAR GUILD 


The Guild was started about 1873; though it was probable that there 
was a committee which took charge of the Altar work before that time. The 
first records of the Guild that we have are for 1899, when the Guild was a large 
and flourishing organization, with 25 active members. 


The Guild has 14 active members, and 26 associates. There are two kinds 
of work to be done;—the first is the care of the Chancel and of the Chapel, 
which means dusting, arranging Altar flowers, vesting the Altars, cleaning the 
silver, and laying out the proper vestments for the day; the second is the re- 
pairing of the vestments which we have, and the making of much-needed new 
articles of silk and linen. There is to be an embroidery class during Lent, 
and there is a sewing and mending class which meets every Tuesday morning 
at 3941 Chestnut Street. 


The sources of income of the Guild are the dues from each member of 
$1.00 a year, the All Saints Day Offering, and the interest from memorial 
funds, amounting to $70 a year. The expenses are the paying for the laundry 
work, amounting to about $12.00 a month, the paying of a woman who comes 
twice a month to clean the Chancel and brasses, and the buying of Altar 
flowers for days not provided for by individual gifts. Therefore it will be seen 
that not much money remains to pay for materials for new vestments. It is 
an unfortunate fact that a great many of the vestments, probably all made at 
the same time, are now wearing out. Contributions of money to buy silks and 
linens will be received most gratefully. 


The Guild would be only too glad to have some new members for both 
kinds of work. Dues of $1.00, also contributions, may be sent to the Treasurer, 
Miss Hill, 4200 Walnut Street.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE VESTRY 
January 4, 1921 


The regular meeting of the Vestry was held on this date in the Rector’s 
office; present, the Rector, presiding, and eight members of the Vestry. 

After the minutes of the previous meeting had been read, the Accounting 
Warden, Mr. Rutter, presented the financial report of the Parish for 1920 
(printed elsewhere in this issue of the Bulletin), and stated that the holder of 
the first mortgage on the Rectory had given notice of a raise in the rate of 
interest to six per cent., effective March 1. He stated also that six months’ 
interest was due on January 10, when there would be an opportunity to reduce 
the principal sum of the mortgage by $500 or a multiple thereof; but that the 
treasury contained only $423.20. After discussion, members of the Vestry 
pledged certain immediate contributions for the purpose, and the Accounting 
Warden was directed to pay $500 on account, and to request an extension of 
the mortgage for one year. 

Mr. Hall, for the Property Committee, reported that the buildings were 
in much better condition than they were one year ago; but that there was 
pressing need of improving the lighting in the Church and at the doors of 
the Church and of the cloister. 

Report was made that the special Christmas offering, in response to the 
Rector’s appeal through the Bulletin, had amounted to $1036; but as moneys 
belonging to special funds had been used for current expenses of the Parish, 
the entire sum had been consumed in paying off those special obligations 
before the close of the financial year. There remained also a note for $800, 
which had been borrowed in order to pay current obligations, and could not 
be paid off because of lack of funds. 

Mr. Hall, as Trustee of the Organ Fund, reported that since the last 
meeting of the Vestry the Fund had contained $920.40, of which $600 had been 
received from St. Mary’s Aid; that $600 of principal and $21.20 of interest had 
been paid to the Austin Organ Co., and $200 for electrical work had been paid 
to a local firm; that $99.10 remained in the Fund, $400 with interest was due 
to the Austin Organ Co., and $247.08 was due for electrical work. 

With regard to the Church of the Transfiguration, report was made 
that the Bishop was now arranging to take over the Transfiguration as a 
Diocesan Church, to be operated as a University Chapel. 

The Rector stated that under authorization of the vote of June 1, 1920, 
he had procured the services of a regular Parish Secretary. 

On motion, it was voted that the Rector be allowed a discretionary fund 
of $50 a month, for incidental expenses of the Parish. 

After some discussion, it was voted that hereafter, to simplify the record- 
ing of the offerings in the duplex envelopes, the envelopes should in principle 
be marked merely “for ourselves" and "for others" on the two'sides, without 
designation of special purposes. The Vestry then adjourned.

KNOW THE CHURCH'S TASK WEEK 


This week has proved a great success and an inspiration to all who have 
attended the meetings. The speakers enabled us to trace Epiphany to our 
Lord in the present day activities of the Church, in the Diocese, in ministra- 
tions of the City Mission, in the spiritual and personal life, in the missionary 
expansion of Christ's kingdom. It was a real sorrow to us not to be able to 
welcome Dr. Jeffreys whose continued illness made it impossible for him to 
come. Our late Rector, the Rev. George L. Richardson, D.D., found time in 
his busy hours to come to us Saturday evening; Sunday morning to celebrate 
the Holy Communion at half past seven, to preach at the 11 o'clock service; 
and Monday evening when he spoke to the gathering at the Men's Supper. 


Mr. A. J. County, on Monday brought inspiration in his talk at the 
evening meeting—Plans were laid for the foundation of a Men's Club which 
itis hoped will do for the parish the same sort of splendid work as is being 
done by St. Mary's Aid. Dr. Pott and Dr. John Wood made addresses on 
Tuesday and Wednesday evenings. On Thursday evening the general meeting 
of the Parish gave an opportunity to sum up the results of the week in their 
bearing on the life of the Parish. 


The Accounting Warden made a financial report for the year 1920, and 
after statements of work having been made by representatives of various 
Parish organizations, Mr. Rutter submitted a budget for the year 1921 
calling for an expenditure of roughly $20,000.00. Mr. Huggins made the 
practical suggestion that the contribution of 4% of each family’s income to 
the Church's work would place St. Mary's Parish on a secure financial founda- 
tion. The Rector summarized the year's work briefly in this way:

The Rector went on to explain that having tried every way to be despond- 
ent about the condition of the Parish he had been unable to find а single satis- 
factory reason for despondency. The debt of $800.00 had been incurred to 
provide repairs that were imperatively necessary and would be wiped off in 
the course of the present year. It was further to be remembered that the total 
gifts of the parish exceeded the total receipts reported by the Accounting 
Warden by at least $2500.00, inasmuch as contributions to the Organ Fund 
were paid through Mr. Hall as Treasurer of that fund. A number of new 
subscribers made pledges. It is to be hoped that many attending the services 
at St. Mary’s who are not regular subscribers will become so. 


If you, the reader, are in this category ask the Rector or Accounting 
Warden to give you a pledge card.

THE STORY OF ST. MARY'S, (Continued) 


Norg—The Rector will welcome any recollections of either 
the old or the new S. Mary's that any member of the Parish may 
have. Please put down in writing and send to him anything you 
think may be of interest touching the buildings, memorials, the 
old Churchyard, etc. 


'The cornerstone of the old St. Mary's being laid a committee was formed 
to solicit aid from Churchmen and others “towards the erection and furnishing 
of this solemn temple dedicated to serve the cause of our blessed Redeemer 
and forward Zion's prosperity." This committee comprised Christian Wilt- 
berger of the village, Stephen North of North Second Street and Joseph 
Williams, Esq., of the Commercial Bank. The original building committee 
consisted of the gentlemen named above with Messrs. Chandler Price and 
Robert Caldcleugh. On Mr. Caldcleugh’s resignation Mr. Joseph 5. Keen 
was appointed in his place. 


The minister at this time was the Rev. George Weller, a priest not wholly 
undistinguished in his day, for he formed with the Rev. Dr. Bird Wilson and 
Mr. Horace Binney one of the committee of three that waited on the Rev. 
Henry U. Onderdonk, ‘‘to communicate to him his nomination and appoint- 
ment by the Rev. Clergy of the Diocese as Assistant Bishop and the approba- 
tion of the body of laymen, and to solicit his acceptance of the office." The 
Rev. George Weller, priest in charge from 1827-1830 was born in Boston in 
1790 and made Deacon by Bishop Hobart in June 1816 and priest the following 
year. A further note of this Clergyman will appear with brief accounts of the 
other early ministers of St. Mary's in some future issue.

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We are sorry to report that it will be impossible to have a speciai 
preacher on the sixth of November, the Sunday in the Octave of АП Saints. 
Bishop Fiske, of Central New York, and Dr. Richardson, of the Pro- 
Cathedral, were invited to be with us on that occasion, but neither of them 
will be able to come.

The subject will be generally 
speaking the same as that for Sunday evenings during the close of Trinity 
Season, namely, the Missionary Activities of the Early Church During 
the First Century of Our Era, 

Mr. Horton is conducting a class Sunday evenings in the Parish House, 
before Service, beginning sharply at 7 o'clock. The subject under discussion 
is the Book of Genesis, Its Relationship to Modern Problems. All are in- 
vited, particularly the young men and young women of the parish.

THE YOUNG PEOPLE'S CLUB 


The Young People's Society had their first meeting of the year on 
the 8th of October. One of the objectives aimed at this year will be the 
getting the University students in the neighborhood interested in the social 
activities of S. Mary's Parish. With this end in view, the young people 
are giving a series of dances once a month on Wednesday evenings after 
the Rector's Bible Class. These dances will be especially for the students, 
and will be free. The money to support them will be obtained, it is hoped, 
irom three subscription dances to be given in the Parish House, the first 
one having been given on October 27, while-the BurrETIN was in press. 
To give the students about us the advantages of home society and Chris- 
tian fellowship is one of the duties of our Parish, from which even the 
proximity of other churches in the neighborhood does not release us. It 
will help the end that the young people have in mind, if the congregation 
patronize these three subscription dances. The two remaining dates will be 
announced later, 


THE BOYS' CLUB 


Once more the Boys' Club has renewed its activities. There have been 
several basketball games already, and many more are looked forward to 
during the coming season. New members are required, however, if the 
athletic reputation of the boys of S. Mary's Parish is to be maintained. 
All lads in the Parish between the ages of twelve and sixteen are invited 
to Join the club. There is a twenty-five cents initiation fee, the dues are 
twenty cents a month. Basketball and Billiard Ball facilities are offered. 
Аз one boy expressed it, it doesn't take much for a fellow to save up a 
nickel a week, and it's certainly worth while, 

Mr. John Temple has kindly consented to become director of the club 
this year and we expect much from his leadership. Mr. Temple is in his 
senior year at the University, where he won his letter in pole vaulting 
this past year. Last summer he was Master at Camp Poco-Moonshine, 
Willboro, New York, one of the largest boys' camps in the North. We 
welcome him to the Parish, and wish him all success in his work with 
the Boys’ Club. Those in the congregation who are interested in boys and 
basketball are invited cordially to attend their games, which are held on 
Thursday evenings in the Parish House, Such may become associate mem- 
bers by the payment of annual dues of one dollar. 


THE MEN'S ASSOCIATION 


The first meeting of the Men's Association occurs too late this year 
to have an account of its proceedings entered in the November issue of 
the BuLrETIN. This much, however, can be said for the men, that they 
are very much alive. Sixteen members of the Association are visiting per- 
sonally the one hundred and fifty-five men in the congregation who live 
within reasonable calling distance of the Parish Church. That is what 
the men are doing—will уоп not endeavor to do whatever you can to 
make this corner of God's Kingdom a little more replete with the spirit 
of Christ's fellowship? 


THE TEACHING MISSION 


The Bishop is planning again to have a Diocesan "Teaching Mission 
in the Pro-Cathedral, similar to the one that was conducted last year in 
Advent. This year President Bernard [. Bell, of St. Stephen's College, 
will be the principal missioner. The Bishop is to give five preliminary 
instructions, beginning with the evening of November 30 and closing on the 
morning of the Second Sunday in Advent, December 4. President Bell will 
speak each day of the week December 5 to 11, except Saturday. His sub- 
ject will be “The Fundamentals of Christian Truth and Life.” 


THE CHOIR 


All parishioners who have good voices are asked to volunteer their 
services for the Choir. To sing the praises of Almighty God before His 
Altar and to lead His People in their praises is a privilege which even 
the Angels rejoice in. Both adults and boys are wanted, particularly boys 
with alto voices. If you know any such, will you please give their names 
to either the clergy or Mr. Banks, the Choirmaster ? 

The present duties of the choristers are heavier than ever before 
owing to the new order of services, which require more singing. Every 
one should appreciate what it means to prepare and sing on one occasion 
the amount of music our services demand. The Rector is very much 
pleased with what has been already accomplished, and looks forward to 
still greater success in the future, 


THE PARISH BUILDINGS 


The women are now using the large room on the east end of the 
ground floor of the Parish House, the room which was formerly the 
Rector's office, for their activities this year. Its size and comfortable 
furnishings, as well as its electric lighting fixtures, should make the work 
of the Woman's Auxiliary, S. Mary's Aid, and the Girls Friendly 
Society very much more pleasant this year. The Rector has moved his 
office into the little room to the north of the new kitchen, and may be 
seen there at his usual hours. Mr. Horton has converted the old room 
of the Woman's Auxiliary on the upper floor into a study. He may be 
found there every morning from 9.30 to 12.30 o'clock. Mr. Horton is 
giving his full time to the Parish work this year. The young ladies in 
the Choir also now have their own room in the Parish House. . This will 
greatly facilitate preparations for Divine Service on Sunday morning and 
evening. It is through the generosity of one of the Choir mothers, Mrs, 
Diehl, that the room for the young ladies has been redecorated and 
illuminated with electricity. 


THE NEW VESTMENTS 


The new set of vestments, blue in color, has been completed. They 
have been given to be used on festivals which the Church has appointed 
to be kept in honor of our Lord's Mother ; above all, those of the Annuncia- 
tion and the Purification. This is S. Mary's Church, and blue is her 
liturgical color. We greatly appreciate this gift of an anonymous donor. 


THE OCTOBER VESTRY 


At the meeting of October 4, authority was granted to make what 
was deemed a commendable change in the scheme of lighting now in proc- 
ess of being installed. It was decided not to use the coronas which had 
been prepared for the transepts, but to secure a uniform system of light- 
ing throughout the church by hanging in both transepts lanterns from 
the hammer beams after the design of those already installed in the nave 
of the church. This will make a small addition to the original cost, but 
the Vestry believe the added expenditure will be justified by the added 
beauty and effectiveness of a uniform scheme of lighting. 


THE PARISH BULLETIN 


By way of a reminder, the subscription to THE PARISH BULLETIN is 
one dollar a year. This may be paid in quarterly installments. We cannot 
run the paper without money, and it costs a good deal even to run a 
publication of this size. Consequently, as many as can are asked to become 
regular contributors. We do not want to resort to local advertisements, 
unless we have to, but something must be done if we are to continue publi- 
cation.

OFFERINGS 


Considerable difficulty has been caused for those who count the Sunday 
offerings by contributors being careless in inserting the amounts they 
choose to give toward either parochial or extra-parochial expenses in the 
wrong side of the envelope. Care should be taken in filling the black and 
red sides; this will insure a correct entry in the Parish records, and will 
also be a great assistance in simplifying and shortening the labors of others.

ONE HUNDRED YEARS AGO 
(From the Democratic Press of September 7, 1821.) 


Although born in Philadelphia and residing in it almost exclusively 
for eight years past I never had the curiosity to visit the village of Hamil- 
ton until this summer. It is by far the pleasantest summer retreat to be 
found within a half a dozen miles of the city. The grounds are neatly 
laid out and the stile of the buildings generally chaste and elegant, some 
belonging to gentlemen of fortune. Mr. Chandler Price’s chateau stands 
unquestionably first on the list, being in a high situation, The ground floor 
is said to be nearly parallel with the top of Mr. Beck's shot tower, com- 
bining a view of the city with the surrounding country; in the vicinage of 
the village is situated Mantua, offering to the view numerous neat build- 
ings surrounded by poplars and other trees. In fact, the variegated and 
diversified scenery to attract the eye is not surpassed anywhere, I unhesi- 
tatingly pronounce, in the State, That it will in time, and at no distant 
period, be a town of considerable magnitude is certain; the facilities of 
communication with the city are numerous and cheap. In fact I do not 
know a more eligible property for a man to hold, possessed of a supet- 
fluous capital, than lots in Hamilton Village. :

THE RECTOR'S LETTER 


At the turning of the year I want to suggest that as a Parish, for- 
getting those things which are behind, we press forward to the high calling 
that is before us. I do not mean that we should belittle or neglect our 
heritage, or fail in any point of honor towards our spiritual forebears. 1 
do mean to urge upon you that the faith and hope and love that is in 
Christ all lie before. If our eyes are turned backward or to the ground, 
fruitless is the bidding "Sursum corda," useless the response “Habemus 
ad Dominum.” Let the dead bury the dead. Go we forward to seek God. 

1. In our public devotions, our common prayer, let us come before 
God's presence with a song, let us heartily rejoice in the strength of our 
salvation. Let us abandon the cares that so lightly beset us, let us concern 
ourselves less with the details of our own likes and dislikes; let us give 
ourselves wholeheartedly to the praise of God, and show ourselves glad 
in Him with psalms. 

2. During the past year our church has gained much in the beauty 
and effectiveness of its services. Much care has been expended, many 
rich and beautiful gifts have been bestowed. To God and in God's service 
we should offer the best, the richest, that we possess. Worship God in 
the beauty of holiness, aye, and worship Him in and with all the arts and 
graces His love and favor have put within our power to use. 

3. Above all, let us seek to know the truth. It is the knowledge of 
the truth that shall make us free. Surface things, although, for all that 
they are so frequently unnoticed or ignored, are after all but surface 
things. There is a treasure hid in the field. There is a leaven which 
first found, then hidden in our lives, sives power and fruitfulness and 
peace. How are we bound to earth in all its countless details, prejudices, 
misconceptions, hasty, ill-founded judgments, when did we but know the 
truth, the truth would set us free to rise ahove them, growing daily to the 
measure of the stature of the fullness of Christ. 


An Opportunity to Cultivate the Interior Life 


On Friday afternoons in the Chapel at 5 o'clock since the first week 
in Advent, a meditation has been conducted for those interested, as we all 
should be interested, in the cultivation of the interior life through prayer 
and meditation. Mental prayer, that is what Meditation is. So much 
accent is laid on petition and outcry in our prayers today, whereas our 
Lord's prayer-life way so very different. He retired to the mountain and 
the desert to be alone with His Father and His God, to receive strength, 
when virtue had gone out of Him, by not the mere asking for it, but 
by the reposing there in the very arms of Strength Himself. There the 
Multitudes who would be healed found Him, thence He went back to 
heal the sick and raise the dead, thence He set His face steadfastly towards 
Jerusalem. That is what we would do in this half hour of quiet being 
alone with God in the twilight hour on Friday afternoons under the direc- 
tion of one of the Clergy. The Rector is conducting the series at present,

The instructions for adults on the Bible and Prayer Book are still 
being continued, the former on Tuesday evening at eight o’clock in the 
Chapel, the latter on Sunday evening at seven o’clock in the Parish House. 
The Rector is greatly desirous of seeing as many of the young people 
of the Parish present as possible, particularly those between twenty and 
forty, though all are cordially invited to come. Just remember that our 
Lord and His Apostles were young men, men just above and below the 
thirties. Isn’t it reasonable then to expect that men and women of that 
age can find much for them in His teaching and at His altar? 


CHURCH SCHOOL 


The children of the Church School gave over thirteen dollars and a 
collection of vegetables, canned goods and clothing to a family which is 
in distress. This was on Thanksgiving Day. On Christmas Day their 
offering for a similar purpose, besides food and toys, was over thirty-five 
dollars. Nothing pulls us together like doing something for somebody else 
who needs our help—that’s the material side of it for us, The real side of 
it, however, is that some hearts have been lightened, where everything was 
quite dark before. May the spirit of giving grow not only among the 
children, but among all of us. 

The attendance at the lecture on the Cathedrals of England which was 
given by the Rector on the ninth and fourteenth of December for the 
children in the Church School and their friends was not very large we 
are sorry to report, and feel that the expense to which it was necessary 
to go in order to rent the slides was a bit heavy for the poor response on 
the part of the children. Those who did come enjoyed it thoroughly, and 
besides that, they are very grateful to Mrs. Davies and Mrs. Walker for 
preparing light refreshments. 


FINANCIAL REPORTS FOR THE YEAR 


The Rector asks all the organizations in the Parish to send him as 
early in the present month as possible their receipts and expenditures for 
the past year, in order that he may prepare his annual report.

Wetherill presented to S. Mary’s parish through the Men’s Association 
a copy of the memorial book published at the time of the late Dr. Yarnall's 
fiftieth anniversary as rector of the parish. The Men's Association greatly 
appreciated both his gift and Dr. Newbold's talk, as well as the appetizing 
refreshments prepared for them by several of the ever faithful women of 
the Parish.

The particular 
missionary they have appropriated is the Reverend William H. Haupt, at 
Deaver, Wyoming, and gifts are asked for in providing for him and for 
his nephew, a lad of fourteen. A cassock will be sent Mr. Haupt, the 
material to be purchased by the Auxiliary, and Mrs. Cope will attend to 
the making of it. Mrs. McInnes has volunteered to make a sweater for 
the boy. For the information of others who want to help, the treasurer, 
Miss Аппа Dickson, 268 S. Forty-sixth Street, will be glad to give the 
details of the requisition or to receive contributions. 

Mr. Haupt's letter is very interesting, telling of his work under Bishop 
Thomas in Wyoming, where he has been struggling to establish church 
services in a neighborhood which five years ago had a Mormon population 
of five to one, now reduced to less than half. 

S. Mary's Aid and the Woman's Auxiliary held their December meet- 
ings on the same day, the 20th, one following the other. Miss Deane, of 
the Co-operative Shop, was the speaker, and she had an audience of about 
forty women who were much interested in her description of this enter- 
prise, which benefits the contributor, the purchaser, and the church's treas- 
ury. Mrs. Diehl is on the Board of Managers, and will gladly tell just 
how one may join, the best time to visit the Shop, and so on. 

At the next Auxiliary meeting, to be held on the 31st of January, the 
work of the Supply Bureau will be considered. Its aims and workings will 
be thoroughly explained by a speaker from the Church House, probably 
Mrs. Lucas, and after the meeting there will be a sale of cakes, candy and 
fancy articles to finance S. Mary's contribution of the overhead expenses 
of the Bureau. 

Since it has been decided that the Parish Mission Study Classes will 
not be held until Lent, particular attention is called, during the Epiphany 
season, to the diocesan classes led by Mrs. Pilsbry, beginning January 9th 
and llth. Also, one for men and women will be held Thursday evenings, 
beginning January 12th. Dr. Sturgis’ Lenten classes for men will be 
announced later. 

S. Mary's Branch of the Church Periodical Club has lost its librarian 
in the departure of Miss Ash, who has left the city for the winter. Miss 
Ash was most faithful, and thoroughly interested in the work, and the 
Diocesan Correspondent has expressed keen regret at her resignation. It 
is hoped that her withdrawal is not final. But in any event some one must 
carry it on in the parish just now. The work is interesting, it is not diffi- 
cult, it has a very human appeal, and it puts us in touch with some of the 
Church's wonderful workers in the foreign field. It links us in a personal 
way with people who are doing things—people whom it is a privilege to 
help. Who will lend a hand? Please tell the Rector, if you will volunteer. 

A very beautiful gift of a piece of lace for a frontal has been placed 
among the altar vestments of the parish, “to the glory of God, and in 
loving memory of Sarah Sophia Horsey Betton.” The gift is from Mr.

THE LIGHTING 


The Parish Council met on December 16th in the rectory. Two-thirds 
of the members were present. Mrs, Diehl and Mrs. Walker told of the 
supper, and announced that as a result of it S. Mary’s Aid was enabled 
to give toward the Lighting Fund three hundred and seventy-five dollars. 
Forty dollars of this was made at the Apron Table. It might be well to 
add here that during the past month the bill for the lighting has been 
reduced to $1216 yet to be paid. So far, the receipts toward wiping out the 
debt have been $935. 

Miss Abbott announced that the Young People had cleared at their 
Hallowe'en dance twenty-five dollars. The proceeds resulting from the 
play which they expect to give some time in the near future will be devoted 
to the Lighting Fund; the proceeds of their dance are to be kept to finance 
the Club, for the present: 

It has been through the kindness of Mrs. S. G. Diehl that it has been ` 
possible to install the lighting in the tower of the Church and the two 
new amber lights which burn continually, as long as the Church is open, 
in the Sanctuary. The latter throw the reredos into sufficient relief to 
enable anybody entering the church to know it is there and see the beauty 
and devotion of it; the former will at night time throw into relief the 
Tower, so that men in the street may see from a distance the presence of 
the Temple of God. The Tower light is to be lit only on Sunday night, 
when service is going cn in the church.

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RETIREMENT OF MR, GEORGE HALL 


It is with great regret that announcement is made of the retire- 
ment of Mr. George Hall as rector’s warden. Mr. Hall has been 
a member of the Vestry since March, 1899, and rectors warden 
from April, 1909. Through long and often anxious years, Mr. Hall 
has been the loyal and devoted friend and servant of the Parish. 
He has seen and helped it through many crises. Only those who 
have been in intimate touch with Parish affairs, or who have had 
access to the minute books of the Vestry, wil be in a position to 
appreciate the debt of affectionate regard that is Mr. Hall's due. It 
is a pleasure to add that Mr. Hall retains his seat in the Vestry, and 
will continue to act as chairman of its Real Estate Committee. 

Mr. J. Abbott Maguire, who succeeds Mr. Hall as rector's 
warden, is his junior on the Vestry by only a fortnight, having 
been elected March 27, 1899. This, it will be remembered, is not 
his first incumbency of the wardenship, for he served as rector's 


wardem practically throughout the administration of the Reverend' 


A. J. Arnold (1903-1908). Мт. Maguire's present appointment dates 
from the first day of the new year. 


RETIREMENT OF MR. BANKS 


Mr. Harry C. Banks, Јг., who has been organist and choirmaster 
of S. Mary's since January, 1911, has resigned. For some years he 
has also been organist at Girard College. This appointment has made 
his attendance at the morning service impossible, and his place at 
the organ has had to be taken by deputies, first by Mr. Hazlitt, 
later by Mr. Irvine, who on the new year was nominated to the 
choirmastership of S. Stephen's, Bridesburg. It is an evidence of Mr. 
Banks' interest in S. Mary's that he came to feel that the arrange- 
ment which left the chief service of the day to be rendered in his 
absence and under the direction of a deputy, would never secure for 
it a worthy performance and was failing of success. Mr. Banks, 
therefore, asked to retire, but, with that consideration for the Parish 
which has always been characteristic of him, he desired that his 
resignation should become effective at the convenience of the Parish 
i e, when a successor could be appointed. The position was first 
offered to Mr. Newell Robinson, then organist of S. Martin's, Oak 
Lane; he elected, however, to accept a similar appointment at Grace 
Church, Mt. Airy. The appointment was then offered to Mr. 
Cleland Lerch, who accepted it, and took it over from Mr. Banks on the 
third Sunday in January. The Parish appreciates to the full Mr. 
Banks' long service, notably marked by its deep and affectionate 
interest in the Parish and genial good will and good humor in its 
service, 

Mr. Lerch is a pupil of Mr. S. Wesley Sears, organist and 
choirmaster of S. James Church, Twenty-second and Walnut Streets. 
Mr. Lerch will be present at both morning and evening services.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE VESTRY 


The stated meeting of the Vestry on January third was attended 
by the Rector and eight Vestrymen. Several matters of general 
inerest to the Parish came before the meeting. 

Mr. Walker, the treasurer of the lighting fund, reported that 
on that date there still remained a balance of $850.00 due the con- 
tractors. 

A communication from the Parish Council was presented, which 
contained several recommendations with regard to the conduct of 
parochial finances. The discussion which followed was quite favor- 
able to the tenor of these recommendations. The Vestry in agree- 
ment with the Council felt that to impose upon the Rector the sole 
task of supervising the pledge-cards was an undue burden upon him, 
and hampered the efficient action of any committee on contributions. 
It was therefore voted that the Rector be relieved of this. ‘duty, and 
that all data bearing on the annual, semi-annual, monthly, weekly or other 
pledges be submitted to the Vestry Committee on Contributions and 
the Accounting Warden for the better management of the finances 
of the Parish; and it was directed that notice of this action be pub- 
lished in the next issue of the PARISH BULLETIN. 

It was voted also to refer favorably to the Committee on Con- 
tributions the recommendations of the Parish Council that in order 
to increase the income of the Parish, a visitation and canvass be 
made of those present members and worshipers who are not known 
as regular contributors, and that a systematic effort be made to 
check up pledged contributors who are in arrears. 

The remaining recommendation of the Parish Council also was 
adopted, that the Accounting Warden be requested and instructed 
to publish in the PartsH BurrETIN for the information of all a full 
statement of receipts and expenditures of the Parish month by month. 

The Rector announced that Mr. Hall had presented his resigna- 
tion as Rectór's Warden, and that Mr. Maguire had been appointed 
as his successor.

NOTES ON THE ACCOUNTING WARDEN'S REPORT 


In two years we have had to borrow the sum of $1300 to make 
good the shortage of income to expenditure. 

This sum has been secured by the kindness of parishioners. On 
it we are, of course, paying interest, as is only right. 

For this expenditure, however, we have much to show. The 
heating plant has been renovated, the lighting fund initiated and in 
part paid for, and something done to help the missionary work of 
the Church in aiding S. Stephen's College. There is no reason to 
lose heart. There is every reason for plucking up courage and going 
ahead. The total debt is not more than three dollars a communicant, 
and the bulk of the communicants Sunday by Sunday are being heated 
and lighted, so to speak, by the obligations incurred. 

Should we cut down our expenses? No. The remedy is not 
there. The present small floating debt was incurred to make repairs 
and improvements which were imperatively necessary. Some of 
these things should properly have been done years ago. We have 
had to pay for the neglect of God's House, and to pay for it when 
money has been most expensive. We must have heat and light, 
and care, and music. These are all expensive items. A staff of 
two clergymen is of course a heavy item of expense, but the Rector 
does not feel that the type of service to which the Parish has 
grown accustomed can be maintained with but one priest. Аз it 
is, we are paying our clergy now about $600 less per annum than 


we paid them five years ago. Then, too, many pledgers have not 
been careful to fulfill their obligations, and the parochial authorities 
have been slack in drawing the attention of the negligent to this 
carelessness, which alone would account for a not inconsiderable 
portion of the sums we have been compelled to borrow. 

No, it is our income which must be increased.

The basis of parish finance is still that group of givers who, since 
the abolition of pew rents, have continued their payments in regular 
subscriptions. These givers are the following:

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THE RECTOR’S LETTER 


In the back of this issue of the “Bulletin” will be found printed 
the Lenten program of services. It is by no means an elaborate or 
pretentious list. The number of services has not been unduly mul- 
tiplied. There are to be no famous preachers, not even so much as 
one preacher from outside the parish. We are to have a particularly 
quiet and parochial Lent. Such services as have been provided will 
meet the spiritual needs of the people. My hope is that parishioners 
will make full use of what means of grace the normal life of the 
church offers, rather than seek in the indulgence of extraordinary 
performances that which our normal parochial services already provide. 


Some things we all can do: 

1. We can be more regular in our attendance at the Sunday 
services. Put behind you that bright and obliging devil who sug- 
gests good reasons for neglecting the gathering together. Be present 
at one celebration of the Holy Communion a week. Even if you do 
not communicate, you can pray; for yourself, your parish, your friends, 
your church, your country. You can meditate in the stillness on 
the depth of the riches of God and go forth, not other than you are, 
but more nearly as you know you ought to be. Attend either the 
11 o’clock service in the morning or the 7.45 service in the evening. 
Join in the corporate worship of the sons and daughters of God. 
Join heartily in the hymns, with devotion in the worship, with earnest- 
ness in the prayers., Listen to the preacher attentively, not alone 
for the things that you like to hear, but also for the message of 
God to your hearts and minds. Your priests are not preaching them- 
selves or their own gospel, but God’s Word and the mysteries of 
the faith of which they are stewards. 

2. Be missionaries for the parish, home missionaries. Seek out 
the indifferent, the stranger, the casual. Bring them to St. Mary’s. 

3. Speak well of St. Mary’s everywhere. Be loyal to your parish. 
If you don't understand things, or wish to make what you feel is a 
just and valuable criticism, speak first to the rector. Talk the matter 
over with him. We have a beautiful church and beautiful services. 


4. Use the church more and more for your private devotions. 
Come in some time in the course of the long day, kneel down before 
pe altar and talk to God as you would talk to your father and your 
riend. 


As for the special services they are these: 
Mondays at five o'clock a brief meditation on the Lord's Prayer. 


Tuesdays at five o'clock, after evening prayer, a brief address on 
“The Seven-fold Gifts of the Holy Ghost." 


Thursdays at five o'clock a brief meditation on the Magnificat. 


On Wednesday evenings there will be a mid-week service of 
prayer and praise and preaching, addressed particularly to men. 


On Fridays at five o'clock there will be a brief service for the 
children. 

On Saturdays there will be an organ recital of one-half hour's 
duration before evening prayer. The recital begins at 4.30 o'clock. 

On Sunday evening after the Grace and final anthem or hymn, 
the choir will retire. А special preaching service will immediately 
follow. Any who do not wish to remain for it may in this way attend 
Evensong and feel free to go. The sermon will be preceded and 
followed by a congregational hymn. The preacher will be the rector; 
the subject: “The Life and Passion of Our Lord.”

THE RECTOR'S LETTER 


Much has happened in the summer months. The work of renovat- 
ing and repairing the Parish buildings has been begun. They stood 
in dire need of repairs. Of course, the doing of this will be an expensive 
matter. It will cost a very considerable sum of money, and will 
prove a burden on the Parish for two or three years. Our spiritual 
fathers and mothers in the Parish built the present Church, Parish 
House and Rectory. That was their devotion to Holy Church. Upon 
us falls the burden (not an unwelcome one. I hope) of their main- 
tenance in a state of efficiency. This burden is no more heavy for us 
than theirs for them. We should take it up gladly. We belong to a 
Parish whose history is a long and honorable story. I am confident 
we shall all do our utmost and do it gladly. No one must feel that 
service within and for the Parish is a whit less genuine than service 
in more remote and more spectacular fields. Here in West Philadel- 
phia this ancient Parish must stand to witness, in the heart of the 
city's life and need, to the inspiration and satisfaction that a pure 
faith and a devout worship can bring.

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THE RECTOR'S LETTER 


It is with keenest regret that I announce the failure of negotiations with 
our neighbors at St. Philip's to effect a consolidation of the Parishes. The 
failure I am happy to say is not due to any lack of generosity or unwillingness 
on our part to proceed. The vestry of St. Philip's feel that they can not 
command at this time that majority for the measure which would make it 
advisable. The plan must therefore be permitted to lapse for the time being. 
I think I may say that all of us at St. Mary's feel deeply the failure to consum- 
mate the union, and stand ready at any time to resume negotiations with 
our neighbors. 

The Patronal Festival falls this year on Sunday, February 4. The services 
are in honour of our dedication to the Blessed Virgin, and mark as it were the 
birthday of the Parish. I earnestly trust that you will all make it a point of 
glad duty to be present at one or more of the services on that day. At the 
11 o'clock communion the service will by Tours in C, except for the creed 
which will be the simple and devotional setting of Marbeck, and the Sanctus 
from Guinod's St. Cecilia's Mass. The choir will sing H. Alexander Matthews' 
prize motel, Blessed be Thou, Lord God of Israel. In the evening Evensong 
will be sung with solemn procession and Te Deum. Schubert's, The Lord is 
my shepherd, will be sung. Mr. Earle Pfouts will assist on the violin both 
morning and evening. 

May I recommend the Rector's Discretionary Fund to the generosity of 
any who feel disposed and able to give even a little to it. І ask nothing from 
several generous members of the congregation whose free and glad support 
has made many good things possible for the enjoyment of all. There doubt- 
less are some who would be glad to contribute something. I have not been а 
begging rector. Unless my memory plays me very false I have only made 
two personal appeals to individuals for money. The total I asked was one 
hundred and ten dollars, and part of that money I begged at the request and 
for the disposition of my predecessor. What does the Rector’s Discretionary 
Fund do? Well, my dear friend, this month, for example, it has paid out 
almost $25.00 for the Christmas decorations, and some $40.00 more for the 
Server's prize and annual entertainment, not to make mention of many minor 
expenditures. I should welcome the gifts however small of some of you whose 
names have not up to the present graced the ledgers of the R. D. F. 


I want to add a word of appreciation of the work which that same Server's 
Guild is doing under the able direction of Mr. A. Lucien Archambault. They, 
I mean the servers, do many things, of course, sort of harum scarum, boy like 
but they do them willingly and out of a good heart and their help does add 
to the ease and dignity of our service in a way that we would appreciate more 
if it weren’t done as well. There may be some of you older boys and men in 
the parish who would like to join the guild, even if you serve only occassion- 


ally and at the early (7.30 a.m.) service.

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THE RECTOR’S LETTER 


Generous gifts to the parish have within the month much enriched the 
sanctuary. I. Miss C. Gertrude Hill has given us а beautiful and most 
serviceable altar book. In it together with the liturgy are the proper and 
common collects, epistles and gospels for the black letter saints. These the 
diocesan authority was pleased last year to authorize for use in S. Mary's. 
II. The children of Mrs. Anne Catherine Bankson have presented the parish 
with two crosses of gilt and gold filigree work. These crosses have been 
suspended from a ribbon of scarlet silk and are to be used as markers for the 
altar book on the greater feasts. III. Mrs. Eberlein’s gift is twofold. First, 
six candlesticks to be used at the high altar. Two of the six are of eighteenth 
century Italian workmanship, the other four are modern replicas. They 
replace the old seven branch candlesticks never an artistic or appropriate 
addition to the altar. (These same seven branch candlesticks, by the way, 
have been broken and out of use for a year or more.) The new sticks are an 
appropriate and characteristic decoration of an Italian altar such as ours. 
The new lights do not of course displace the Eucharistic lights which will 
continue in use as of old. Second, she has given two pieces of 17th century 
brocade of a greenish white base with flowers of brocaded work in greens, 
yellow and salmon colours; and a 17th century cope of a flowered brocade of 
similar colour and design. I hope the Altar Guild will arrange to put on 
exhibition our many treasures in or about Easter week. There are many 
of you who would be surprised to see the many beautiful embroideries and 
laces of which we have every reason to be proud. 


Printed overleaf is the report of the Accounting Warden for the past year. 
I commend it to your study, as also the budget for the current year drawn up 
by the vestry for the information of the parish. It is worthy of special note 
that 1922 was the first year in many past that the parish has not had to borrow 
money to meet current expenses. We can pay our way if we choose. 


The Lenten program will be found on the last page. In other form it 
has already been printed and sent to every name on the mailing list. The 
services provided afford ample occasion for devotion and meditation. They 
have been kept free of purpose from “extras” and “specialties” of any sort. 
The best Lenten devotions are those exercised in private, devout prayer, 
faithful reading of scripture, and quiet meditation. Ten minutes in prayer 
before the altar is ofttimes worth many aformal service. Yet these are not by 
any means to be neglected as the manner of some is. Make it a matter of 
personal obligation, discipline, at least to attend and participate in the cor- 
porate worship of the parish every Sunday during Lent. The services are 
very beautiful and reverent. Your presence will be a help and an inspiration 
to others. To all of us it should be a glad duty ‘о assemble and meet together, 
to render thanks for the great benefits we have received at His hands, to hear 
His most holy Word and to ask those things which are requisite as well for the 
body as the soul.”

TEE EASTER OFFERING 


There are many in the parish who will wish to designate the purpose to 
which they desire their Easter Offering to go, either to the general Missions 
of the church at large or the pressing current needs and obligations of the 
parish. It is to meet this natural desire that this year the vestry have decided 
to let each donor designate for himself the object of his benefaction. Two 
envelopes will be sent to each member of parish one printed in red the other in 
black. If the subscriber elects to give his money to meet the current obliga- 
tions of the parish he will place it in the black envelope; if he wishes it to go 
towards the general mission work of the church he will place it in the red; or 
he may divide it in any proportion that seems good to him. 

It may be worth noting that in 1919 the entire Easter Offering was used 
to meet parochial obligations, in 1921 we gave one-fifth of the total collection 
to the mission work of the general church, and last year we raised the pro- 
portion to one-fourth. It will be interesting to see in what proportion the 
unrestricted offering of the parish would set as the norm. 

The Christmas collection was smaller than usual. The sincere hope of 
the rector and vestry is that the Easter Offering may amount to at least two 
thousand dollars.

There will be 
these additional celebrations for the convenience of any who can not for any 
reason be present on the high day: Monday, Tuesday, and Thursday at 
7.00 o'clock and Wednesday at 10.00 o'clock. For all those who are sick or 
house-bound the clergy will be glad to celebrate privately if the request be 
made. Even if you have made your communion at an early or other service 
please make it а glad duty to be present at the 11.00 o'clock service Easter 
Day, and remain throughout to participate in the Te Deum at the end, in 
thankful remembrance of the Christ's most blessed passion, His precious 
death, and mighty resurrection from the dead. Your presence is the least 
courtesy and the plainest duty. 


THE EASTER OFFERING 


Give unto the the Lord the glory due unto His Name: bring 
an offering and come into His courts.—Psalm xcvi. 8. 


Prior to 1920 the total Easter offering was applied to meet the deficit in 
the current expense account of the parish. In 1921 this accustomed disposition 
of the offering was changed, and one-fifth of the total was designated for 
missions. In 1922 the proportion was increased to one-fourth. "This year 
by resolution of the Vestry all donors are to be left free to make their own 
disposition of their thankoffering. Accordingly there have been sent to all 
two envelopes. Make your Easter offering in them as seems good to you. 
Place all in either the black envelope or the red, or divide your total gift 
between both. What you place in the black lettered envelope will find its 
way to the accounting warden and will be used to defray the current expenses 
of the parish. What you place in the red lettered envelope will be sent to 
the General Council of the church for the furtherance of the mission work of 
the church at home and abroad.

The portrait 
which hangs now in the vestry represents him at the time of his fiftieth an- 
niversary. Can any one help here or in any way?

The League of West Philadelphia Churchwomen held its spring 
meeting at St. Philip's, on Wednesday, April 18th, with an attendance 
of 125 from the sixteen parishes belonging to the League; S. Mary's 
representation numbering twenty-eight. 

The reports showed that eight missions study classes were held in 
the Convocation, including a community class with fifty names enrolled, 
aggregating 200 persons; that the Social Service Committee's work 
for the winter was covering a field barely touched hitherto, in minis- 
tering to the Philadelphia General Hospital, the new Campus Com- 
munity Center at the Church of the Transfiguration, and various 
other diocesan institutions, and that the subject of religious education 
was a live and growing problem which its committee was working 
out with care and study in the different parishes. Bishop Cook of 
Delaware, the Rev. W. J. Cox, Dean of the West Philadelphia Con- 
vocation, and Dr. C. M. Lee of St. Andrew's Hospital, Wusih, China, 
made inspiring addresses. Mr. Cox spoke with surprise and pleasure 
on what the League had accomplished in its one year of existence, 
laying emphasis on the original pronouncement that it was а League 
for service and not a money-raising organization.

The Committee has been summoned to meet on Wednesday 
evening, May 9, when the organization will be accomplished and pre- 
liminary plans made. 
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The Vestry have authorized the formation of a large and repre- 
sentative committee to plan for the adequate commemoration of the 
Parish’s One Hundredth Birthday. The personnel of this committee 
which will be composed of both men and women formerly or at present 
members of the Parish, will be announced in the near future. Until 
the appointments are made and the committee organizes its work it 
is premature to speak of its program. All will await its plans and 
coóperate gladly and to the full. 


Not very many took the trouble to fill out the communicant slips 
which the rector issued in the hope that some attempt might be made 
to rewrite the Communicant Roll of the Parish. Only 172 slips were 
returned. Of these 17 registered themselves as technically members 
of some other parish. The remaining 152 represent about one-third 
of the total registered communicant roll of the Parish. Many, there- 
fore, made communions who did not register; many members of 
other parishes made communions, some few registering, others and the 
majority did not. As to the communion in general, it may be said that 
the Rector is surprised at the sad disregard of many to their solemn and 
bounden duty to make their Easter Communion. 


Ате we as a Parish as loyal to our Church as we should be? The 
Rector goes about and hears the praises of this Church or that; this 
priest, this choir, this altar, this form of service has its praises sung. 
In our own Parish we have as much and more to be proud of as have 
many other parishes. Our church building is not unlovely, and is 
dignified and truly churehly. Our altar is one of the finest altars in 
America: its mosaics are superb. Our service is reverent, dignified and 
harmonious. Our choir is not spectacular, but is good. It has no tricks, 
special soloists or choral stunts. The Gospel is preached simply so 
that he who wills may learn something of the depths of the riches both 
of the love and mercy of God. These things being so, will you not < 
consider seriously that it is your part and duty to attend church once 
a Sunday, and to help with your presence, your voice, and your means 
towards the glory of our beautiful and holy house. 


On Ascension Day, Thursday, May 10th, at 8 P.M., the Aid will give 
a reception. We want every опе to come and help to build up such a 
spirit of friendliness to the other members, and enthusiasm for the 
parish as a community worshipping at a common altar, that we shall 
have fresh vigor to overcome all obstacles and to advance strongly and 
with a common front. No special invitations will be issued but every 
member of the Parish is invited and expected to attend.

THE BOYS' CLUB 


Under the leadership of John Cook, the Boys’ Club now has twelve 
active members and six more who are on the roll. The average attend- 
ance now is 15 and there are so many disadvantages with the equipment 
in the basement that it is difficult to hold many more first rate boys 
in their present quarters. 


Our mental attitude has a great influence over our actions. If 
we feel that we are a missionary community, we will be. To stimulate 
this state of mind it may be interesting to read some of the activities 
carried on by the members of 8. Mary's as follows: 

One girl who is teaching children of nine nationalities in Hawaii. 

One member who has been doing work with boys for many years. 

Work for a hospital. 

Work among the Polish population of the city. 

The choir visits All Saints Chapel in the Philadelphia General 
Hospital every year. 

The choir visits the Eastern Penitentiary every year. 

Assistance is given to the Community House at the Church of the 
Transfiguration. 

Visiting done for the Society for Organizing Charity. 

Visiting is done at: The Home for Incurables; the Home of the 
Merciful Saviour for Crippled Children; the Asylum for Indigent 
Widows and Spinsters; and the Western Home for Poor Children. 


Besides these instances of work outside the Church which have 
come to the notice of the editors there are undoubtedly others of which 
they do not know. There are also those finest services which are too 
intimate to be recorded, but which express the Christian life in its 
highest form. 


If there is any reader who can not place his name beside one of 


these activities we hope that before another year is out he will be able 
to do this, or to add another item to the list.

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FIFTY YEARS AGO 
S. Mary's in 1873 


If we had it the sum of one hundred dollars to the new S. Mary's Episcopal 
Church in Locust Street west of Thirty-ninth, very cheerfully we would send. 
The architecture of this church is peculiar. It is Byzantine. The beams 
overhead are painted red and blue. The chandeliers by Baker & Arnold are 
of the same color. By Mary Hamilton (heiress of the late Alexander Hamilton) 
the ground was given. То commemórate her, as St. Mary's, the church was 
named. By woods the original church was surrounded. It was then almost 
а family church. It is now largely beyond its original size. On their way 
from Paris are now windows, memorial to the late Chandler Price, from his 
daughter Miss Mary Price, and another to his mother by the world renowned 
American dentist in Paris, Doctor Evans. The east window over the chancel 
to the memory of the late Bishop Potter is to be dedicated. What we suggest 
is that everybody who in that church by that prelate was confirmed, should 
contribute towards its cost. Another window by Miss Hornor, daughter of 
the late secretary of the Penn Mutual, was given. The money we happen to 
know is needed. For thirty years to this people Rev. Doctor Yarnall has 
ministered. On Christmas morning on his way to church he fell. That the 
consequences was a broken limb we are sorry to say. 


People who haven't visited this church for so doing will well be repaid. 
As to the vestry, than S. Mary's no church in Philadelphia possesses one 
superior. The rector's warden is Dr. William Yarnall. That of the people 
is our ex-Quaker friend George Wright (perfumery). Of the polished and 
genial gentlemen Mr. Henry M. Dechert (law), Dr. Van Harlingen, Commo- 
dore Thompson (U. S. Navy), Dr. Hughes (President West Philadelphia Bank) 
is the vestry composed. Though not members to the well being of this 
church by General Bankson (commission), Mr. Shepherd (Lehigh Navigation), 
Harrison Smith (broker), and J. P. Jefferies their active services are given. 
Brother R. W. Denney (commission) we respectfully suggest should now come 
forward. Why after conducting his Sunday School, Brother Jeffries skips 
over to Dr. Eccleston's church we cannot say. As to why to Brother Shepherd 
is left the principal work in the responses we are equally uninformed. That 
the Vestry bought their splendid new organ in New York, was because from 
its price the sum of $500 by the builders was generously deducted. The 
quartette choir here is very fine. Miss Lane, the alto has few superiors. 
Miss Yarnall (the rector’s daughter) the soprano sings. By her brother is the 
organ played. The sexton ‘‘David’’ is colored. His duty he well and court- 
eously performs. 


As we have said a model Christian church is S. Mary's. In ‘‘decency and in 
order" as Paul enjoined in everything done. By everybody as we have also 
said should this church be seen. 


The source of this curious and interesting picture of S. Mary's I have not 
been able to discover. The text is apparently a newspaper article. No record 
either of the name or date of the paper has been kept but the short clip- 
ping pasted without marginal note in an old scrap book. The date however 
can be fixed quite accurately. In Dr. Yarnall’s Record Book is the entry 
under date of "1873. "'Advent." 


"On ye morng. of ye 22 Dec. I fell, in getting into a carriage at Germantown, 
broke my leg.—T. C. Y." 
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This in the old doctor's finest and clearest script. He did not again officiate 
until the 22 March 1874. There are some minor inaccuracies, so obvious 
they scarcely need attention drawn to them, as for example, Alexander Ham- 
ilton, which, of course, should read William Hamilton. The Germanic con- 
struction of the sentences is curious and amusing. The editor's thanks are 
to Mrs. Esherick for her kind interest in preserving the clipping and giving 
it to the Bulletin.

This represents an increase of $1350.68 from the beginning of the present 
rector's incumbency. Let us compare with our own endowment in the year

The members of this parish past and present would seem to speak 
for their parish a love and prestige second to none but the gifts and bequests 
to the parish which might evidence that love and interest no less than the 
wealth of past generations is curiously wanting. Today, in a rapidly changing 
neighborhood, and in an age conspicuously indifferent to religion, the parish 
inherits from the past practically nothing with which to tide it over lean and 
difficult years.

RECTOR’S LETTER 


This issue of the Bulletin is given over entirely to the publication of the 
Annual Reports of (1) the Accounting Warden, (2) the Treasurer of the 
Centennial Fund, and (3) the Treasurer of the S. Mary's Aid. The last for 
lack of space I have had to abbreviate in part. The earnest attention of all 
parishioners is asked to these reports, but in particular to that of the Accounting 
Warden. 


The expiration of an old mortgage for $2000.00 in April will reduce our fixed 
charges by $240.00 annually. We have paid off in the past year $2000.00 of 
the mortgage of 1922. "This will mean an additional reduction in interest 
charges of some $120.00. Thanks to the living and potent memorial of Miss 
Jane Weaver our income will be somewhat increased. Otherwise our prospects 
and charges will not vary much from those of 1923. 


The past year has been rather a hard year for all. The Diocese reached the 
end of its year with a shortage of $100,000.00, and has had to make the most 
strenuous effort to meet its missionary obligations. Our chief fault in the 
year past has not been so much a shortage of gross income, as an income 
earmarked for too many particular and sometimes unrelated purposes. This 
fact has been a continual embarrassment to the Accounting Warden. Refer- 
ence to another page will show that although there passed through the Treas- 
urer's hands a gross sum of over $20,000.00 during the year past, only about 
$11,000.00 of this was available for current parochial expenses. In the end he 
has had to report a serious deficit. 


This year we must make every effort to live within our assured income, 
and at the same time reduce to the best of our ability the indebtedness already 
contracted. А canvass of members and worshippers not already pledged will 
be made in the immediate future. I do not ask one penny additional from those 
who feel that they are now doing their utmost. I wish however to make a 
solemn appeal to those among us whom God has singularly blessed who can 
in proportion to their means take up a larger part of the Parish's burden. 


Look at the budget for 1924, printed on page 8. Compare with it the ex- 
penses for the past three years. You will see that our present budget is pared 
to the limit, if we are to keep up the heritage which has come to us and the 
services we love. $12,270.00 is the minimum. In addition we must have at 
least $1500.00 more to pay off the floating indebtedness of the past year. 


It would serve no good purpose to reiterate the causes of our deficit and our 
difficulties. I invite your whole hearted co-operation in the effort to mend 
matters and to launch the Parish upon its second century that the worshippers 
in the S. Mary's of 2024 may have as real cause to reverence our memories as 
we those of the Founders of 1824. We love our Parish. The treasures of 
Our Father Who is in Heaven are just as great as we are pleased to draw upon 
on the Earth. There is no cause for discouragement. There is the challenge 
of a task. Т give you again the text which I gave you in 1919. Speak 
unto the children of Israel: That they go forward.

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THE RECTOR'S LETTER 


Last season the Vestry appointed a Committee, under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Wm. I. Rutter, Jr., to prosecute an active campaign to raise additional 
endowment for the Parish. This Vestry Committee has associated with itself 
а number of representative parishoners and as this season's round begins has 
got to work promptly. Two subcommittees have been created, the one to 

ring to the attention of present parishoners an effective scheme for progressive 
and cumulative endowment in the present, the other to seek from all who 
formerly worshipped in this church and love it still, some earnest of their 
continued interest and affection. Thomas Coffin Yarnall, under whose rule 
the church remained from 1844 to 1911, did his work and died; doubtless 
without a thought but that the parish, which had been so largely his creation, 
would long survive to call him blessed. But Dr. Yarnall did not foresee that 
within two decades of his death the whole condition of West Philadelphia 
would so have changed as to completely jeopardize the work he did so faith- 
fully in his younger years. He did not foresee that the parishioners would be 
leaving the crowded city апа moving to the country, he could not foresee the 
advent of the apartment houses and the ever rising tide of students, creating 
entirely new problems and demanding the adoption of new methods. He did 
not foresee this for he raised no endowment during his long rectorate to per- 
petuate his work. "Today we lose family after family each year to the country 
and suburban parishes. Our income, due to deaths and removals, has been 
shrinking at the rate of from $750 to $1000 per annum. The Endowment 
Committees are now seeking to secure (1) from parishioners once resident 
and now removed, as a t. offering, a sufficient sum of money to aid the

This is an gn ro place and connection in which to announce that 
the heirs of the late Miss Anne Weaver have fulfilled the intention of their 
benefactress by giving to S. Mary's $666.66, being part of an original bequest 
of $1000.00. ‘The bequest failed by reason of Miss Weaver's premature death. 
Three of her heirs have most graciously fulfilled their part of Miss Weaver's 
intention. 


It would seem inevitable that this year the Vestry make a canvass of 
the Parish, bringing to the knowledge of all the needs grown alas so pressing. 
Many realize how acute these are and do generously. Others perhaps searce 
realize the extent of the burden and how effectively their help сап be made 
either by added subscription or by а scrupulous fulfillment of the pledge once 
made. Itis sad to state that the arrearages in pledges during the Р two years 
alone amounts to about $1200. Perhaps it is not realized by those who 
pledge that the Parish Budget is built up on the expectation of receiving. 
every penny that has been promised. This autumn we found it necessary to 
make extensive repairs to the roof and the furnaces. We have been com.

pelled to assume an added burden of about $1000.00 in these two items. Itis ` 


partieularly urgent at this time that all do their utmost to co-operate to the 
full with the Parish Office. 


THE BISHOP'S CAMPAIGN FOR DIOCESAN INSTITUTIONS
